Claims 1-7,10-14 and 16-19 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not teach the claimed flame spraying device having a powder injection 
element with a frame element to hold the same comprising a plurality of radially oriented 
through holes to an inner surface, with two or more radially inwardly oriented powder 
injection ports, as claimed in the only independent claim, claim 1.
